This is a really useful book — a compilation of epigrams of sense and 
nonsense which are solemnly promulgated by our courts from time to time 
in the shape of judicial opinions. As we read the book we are at times 
tempted to wonder if the extracts can be correct. But we know better than 
to doubt, and therefore do not verify. It would be invidious to nominate 
any one tribunal as leading in this field, when such gems as the following 
may be selected by a glance through these pages : " Every plaintiff must 
necessarily for 21 years of his life have been a minor." " The fact that a 
man is bowing to his wife will not excuse contributory negligence." " All 
widows are prima facie equally entitled to sympathy." "Where a female 
witness 20 years of age is being examined, the court should not address 
her as 'my girl.' " " A judge does not have to be a fool." With all the 
nonsense, there is here a clever suggestion, and there a bit or irony, which 
are calculated to point up a series of dull paragraphs in a brief or add 
much to the effectiveness of an after-dinner speech at a bar association 
banquet. If for no other than the latter reason, we recommend the Digest 
most heartily to the profession.
